Mr. Adrian Wilkinson, arms (United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland) 

I have also designated Mr. Himmiche to serve as Coordinator of the Panel of 
Experts. 

An expert on armed groups will be nominated shortly. 

I would be grateful if you could bring this matter to the attention of the 
members of the Security Council.
